The only solu tion, 
it apoears, is for interested resid ents to

TAX CUTS alway s are helpfu l 
bu t they can be ru inou s to the fis­ 
cal sou nd ness of the nation u nless 
ex penses are cu t, too. It may be 
“ Pu ritanic,” as one of Mr. Ken­ 
ned y ’s ad v isers term ed it. to bal­ 
ance the bu d get, bu t the Ameri­ 
can people want to see a trend in 
that d irection 
instead of away 
from it. 


The Presid ent often asks cntics 
for alternativ es. A program of tax 
cu ts plu s a program of economies 
in spend ing appears to be the only 
answer to Mr. Kenned y ’s d ilem­ 
ma. Tax reforms shou ld be post­ 
poned . Most important of all now 
is the necess ty for the ad m inistra­ 
tion to recognize the d anger and 
meet it at once before the reces­ 
sion inten ifies. 
A persu asiv e ex ample of how 
d angerou s tax reform can be is al­ 
read y av ailable. The Democratic 
party in Congress is ju st as mu ch 
responsible for the blu nd er in this 
case as is the Presid ent. Careless­ 
ly and withou t weighing the con­ 
sequ ences, Congress passed t h e 
•new law on ex pense-accou nt d e­ 
d u ctions,

The Treasu ry has recently mter- 
pseted these v agu e phrases, and 
this has brou ght d epression in the 
restau rant and hotel bu siness. It 
will be said , th at’s a small part 
of the economy . The facts, how­ 
ev er, prov e how shortsighted su ch 
a v iew can be. 
For ov er 
the 
weekend Cly d e 
Dav is, presid ent of the Chicago 
Liv estock 
Ex change, 
mad e a 
speech in Chicago d eclaring that 
cattle prices hav e su ffered their 
worst setback in y ears. He said a. 
wid e combination of d ev elopments 
has hit the cattle and beef m arket 
almost simu ltaneou sly in the last 
three 
months. 
The d ock strike 
hu rt, too. 


FOREIGN BEEF cam e in last 
y ear at a record -breaking pace. 
Finally tax ru lings cu rbed bu si­ 
ness d inners and entertainm ent 
ex penses in bu siness, which in 
tu rn cau sed a cu t in the bu y ing of 
top beef by some of the higher- 
priced restau rants and hotels. It 
was the straw that broke the cat­ 
tle m arket’s back. 


Mr. Dav is sa d : “The tax ru ling 
on 
ex pense 
accou nts 
makes it 


more d ifficu lt to wine and din* 
cu stomers. 
This d ev elopment is 
becoming a more important 
facto r 
in the d epressed beef markets.’ 
Certainly cheating on ex pense 
ac ou nts is reprehensible, bu t the 
gov ernment ou ght su rely to be 
able to catch u p with frau d with­ 
ou t 
penalizing innocent 
citizens 
and inju ring the cattle bu siness, 
the hotel bu siness, the restau rant 
bu siness, and related trad es and 
ind u str.es. 
This is bu t one illu stration. Al­ 
read y 
chu rches, 
colleges, and 
other charitable institu tions a r e

contribu tions be­ 
cau se of the 5 per cent floor on 
ind iv id u al 
tax 
d ed u ctions. 
F ar 
from stimu lating consu mer spend ­ 
ing, the ad m inistration’s program 
may cau se the citizen to stop some 
of his spend ing. 
To keep the people u ncertain 
abou t tax rates and reforms for 
sev eral months is d angerou s. The 
sooner the Pres d ent agrees to 
a 
separation 
of tax -cu t 
m easu res 
from tax 
reform proposals, the 
qu icker the new’ recession will 
end . 
There is time enou gh in 
period s of prosperity to make “ re­ 
form s.” What is immed iately u rg­ 
ent is to stop the new recess on in 
its tracks.
